Tlie steam engine 
plowed through the sand and took up n position 
on th e river bank and forced two good stream s 
upon the liantes. The m ill burned lor an hour 
and a half. N othing was saved from w ithin it, 
and several m e» who live close by had a n ar­ 
row escape in striving to rescue the books am i 
papers from the office, w hich was separate, the 
Haines traveling so rapidly. The heat was so 
intenso th a t people h a lf a tnile from the m ill 
strongly felt it. and the flumes were seen for 
thirty miles. This is the second tim e the mill 
has been destroyed 
by fire. . It was finely 
equipped w ith new m achinery. The m ill was 
built about a year ago, the people aiding in its 
com pletion by subseribingoversfiJjOO.TIte owner. 
L. t . G aupner, estim ates the loss at $70,00U. The 
insurance was$19,(J0o. There w ere about one h u n ­ 
dred m en employed, but th eir loss will not be 
so heavy as th e re 4s a big dem and for labor in 
the harvest fields. The origin of the fire is not 
really known, but a strong belief prevails th at 
it was incendiary. A few m inutes before the 
tire was discovt red several m en. supposed to lie 
drunk, were in the vicinity, conducting them ­ 
selves in a boisterous m anner, and some believe 
they were the parties who did the work.

ÍT IS NOT A VICTORY YET. 


The N'o’.v York Truth, in its issue of .Tunc 
ii3d, declares, in a double-leaded editorial, 
that the only safety for the Democratic 
party is in nominating the old ticket. Yes­ 
terday came weighty declarations that Til- 
den’s letter of declination was not in­ 
tended to be linal or sincere. The outcome 
of the Saratoga Convention proved, says 
Truth, that no man the Democracy can 
name will secure the unity of the party in 
that State except Mr. Tilden. Assuming 
that the party has not the wisdom to nom­ 
inate cither Judge Field or Governor Cleve­ 
land. then lie, of all other men, can 
tide over the dissensions of cliques and 
rings and ignore the potty ambitions of 
the small men of the party, and their 
name is legion. 
It. Is not, therefore, at all 
improbable that Mr. Tilden will be in­ 
duced to withdraw his declination and 
consent to the use of his name. We shall 
not be at all surprised if this is done, hut 
if it is, it will lie on the first attem pt to se­ 
lect a nominee. Tilden, If put up, will be 
given all the momentum of a claimed de­ 
mand for him at the outset. There Is no 
need to, deny the tact—and it would lie 
worse than foolish to ignore it—that if this is 
done the Republican party—sxcepting only 
the nomination of Judge Field—will have a 
still more difficult light on its hands, since 
the “ old ticket" will call back to the 
ranks every wandering Democrat of what­ 
ever shade, and give strength, by virtue of 
the false tradition of Tilden's " former elec­ 
tion." to all the moss-backed Democrats of 
the land. It has been quite the thing 
to say, among Republicans, that they 
want nothing better than the nomination 
of Tilden to insure the election of Blaine. 
This will do for campaign “ talk," hut so­ 
ber thinkers know very well that Republi­ 
cans have more to fear 
from Tilden, 
Field or Cleveland than 
any 
candi­ 
date the Democracy can present. The taint 
of the chmpaign of 187ft cannot be dis 
guised in Tilden’s garments; the crypto­ 
graphic business clings to him with the 
odor of low and fraudulent dealing; he Is 
old and all but in the grave; he can he 
only nominally President if elected, and 
behind him is a party without settled prin­ 
ciples. But for all this he will have the 
support of a solid South, the united sup­ 
port of all the Democrats of the North, and 
about bis candidacy will spread the absurd 
but still effective “ tradition " of the “ old 
ticket.” 
If, then, be is chosen, and con­ 
sents. which is not at all improbable, the 
Republican party will he called upon for 
its very best efforts. It will not do to spec­ 
ulate upon a campaign going through upon 
enthusiasm. Something more is needed. 
In this day. when men think for them­ 
selves, they must be reasoned with, their 
judgments disabused of error, and their 
intelligence correctly informed. Just now, 
witli only Mr. Blaine in the field, and the 
poor apology for a Greenback ticket with 
Butler at its head, lost to view, it does ap­ 
pear to us of the Pacific coast that these 
Occidental States must go for Blaine. We 
are so self-assured of this that most of us 
have taken to prophesying the numerical 
majority already. But let us not deceive 
ourselves. There is a very large following 
here to the faction that assembled not long 
ago at Stockton. That following is drawn 
largely 
from 
the 
rural 
districts, 
where the 
Chinese 
question 
is 
not 
so intense as with the people of the cities. 
In fact, while the rural people are anti-Chi­ 
nese in sentiment, their selfish interests 
very largely influence the employment of 
Chinese, and precisely that happens that 
lies at the root of the whole business—such 
American labor as the farmer should have 
does not come into the State as needed. It 
cannot do so, and compete with the Chi­ 
nese, who will live in a state and exist 
upon a wage the American laborer cannot 
.endure, and should not he subjected to. 


W ith the Democracy equally ardent upon 
the Chinese question, and with a candidate 
once in the field, the campaign will be 
fairly opened to Republicans. We shall 
then find that it is not a negative fight, and 
if it is captained by Tilden on the other 
side, we must not treat it as a won fight for 
Blaine. Such over-confidence and careless 
reliance upon political prophecy have car­ 
ried defeat too often. This State is at heart 
Republican; it can be carried for the ticket 
of 1884, but that ticket must have the ac­ 
tive, earnest, untiring aid of every man who 
believes that the ascendancy of Republican 
principles will assure to the nation the best

HOT WEATHER DRINKS. 


LAST NIGHT’S NEWS. 


fSPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE P.ECOED-1'NIOM ] 


DOM ESTIC. 


The question, “ W hat to drink iu hot 
weather,” has again been presented in the 
American press, and the usual am ount of 
“ good advice" is being given, than which 
nothing is cheaper. Most people who ad­ 
vise abstinence from all stimulants and 
heating beverages in hot weather still in­ 
dulge in tea and coffee, and do not hesiuite 
to pour in iced drinks. The truth is, the 
least drank in the hot hours of the day the 
better; for the more wt* imbibe the greater 
the call upon nature to work it off. lienee 
in a hot day a “ long drink " immediately 
manifests effects in the form of profuse 
perspiration, and a close and stifling feeling 
supervenes. This results from the undue 
call made upon the body to djspose of the 
liquid. We should not mistake a mere 
dryness of the mouth for thifst. A single 
mouthful of water will quench thirst nine 
times out of ten, in the hot hours, as effect­ 
ually as a ¡tint. The Hour, sjipaking upon 
this topic, recalls the fact that “ thousands 
of soldiers in the United States army have 
made long marches, under searching suns, 
without tasting a drop of any liquid from 
the time they finished their breakfast coffee 
until the supper call sounded. What many 
people, especially children, call thirst is 
merely a sense of .dryness in the mouth and 
throat. 
This uncomfortable (sensation is 
caused by the general habit of breathing 
through the mouth. The aid taken into 
the lungs dries the mouth, tongue and the 
upper portion of the throat. Soldiers, on 
the contrary, breath through their noses, 
keeping the lips closed, so they entirely 
escape a torment which is not tíiirst at all, 
for 
thirst, 
properly 
speaking, 
is a 
demand by the stomach and! alimentary 
system generally for more i moisture." 
This journal has time and again felt called 
upon to warn the dwellers in the hot val­ 
leys of California that ice-water is the very 
worst thing they can drink. 
To water 
partly chilled there is but little objection,, 
hut it must not be ice-cold, nor should even 
the cool water ho taken into the stomach 
in large quantitcs. Ice-water is the fruit­ 
ful source of dyspepsia, internal inflamma­ 
tions and general disarrangement of the 
digestive functions. 
One of the best of 
plans to adopt in hot hours is to simply 
moisten the mouth and throat with water, 
and then expel it. 
After that a mouthful 
taken into the stomach will be found to 
quench the most ardent thirst. One may 
lrink also 
at 
the wrists, strange 
tus 
it may seem, and doubters have but to put 
their wrists beneath a hydrant stream a 
few minutes on a hot day to understand 
the matter. Probably no greater delusion 
can he indulged in than that a quantity of 
cool beer quenches liot-weather thirst. It 
hies nothing of the kind, but by inducing 
abnormal perspiration defeats the very end 
for which it is taken. 
In small quantities, 
and not in the hot hours, it is less objec­ 
tionable, as It is so much less stimulant 
than wine or liquor. In hot weather, the 
less salt, pepper and like condiments taken 
with food the better. Cold tea is the least 
harmful of hot weather beverages, hut not 
iced tea, and it should be used without 
sugar, which never allays thirst, hut by its 
heating properties creates it. 
If one must 
have cold drinks, he should heed the ad­ 
vice to sip them, and not turn the drink 
suddenly into the stomach, but take it 
gradually, that the internal economy may 
adapt itself to the chilly visitor. But the 
better plan is to train oneself to drink 
sparingly, or not at all, in midday heat, 
and reserve his drinking of lemonades, 
wines, beer and sodas until the greater heat 
of the day has passed, and that this habit 
may be acquired after a few days’ trial is a 
matter of fact, and not one of great diffi­ 
culty. and that it is promotive of good di­ 
gestion and general good health is equally 
true, or else the experience of those who 
have tried it is at fault. Certainly on one 
tiling all the doctors do agree, “ iced drinks 
are dangerous.”

It w ill be rem em bered th at about a 
year ago L ieutenant Stoney, of the Navy, was 
sent to A laska to distribute presents to th e In ­ 
dians there, in recognition of the valuable 
services they had rendered to the officers am i 
crew of the ill-fated steam er Rodgers, and that 
on his return he prepared and forwarded to 
Secretary C handler a volum inous rci-ort. giving 
adescription of a river th at he had discovered, 
which would open up com m unication with the 
interior o f A laska Territory, and thus enable 
the G overnm ent to get at the untold wealth sup­ 
posed to be hidden in those unexplored regions. 
Secretary C handler im m ediately gave the neces­ 
sary authority to tit out an expedition to explore 
the river to its source, as requested in Lieuten­ 
ant stoney’s report, and placed th a t officer 
in charge of th e expedition, and o f 
the 
preparations to get it under way. 
With 
the 
lim ited 
m eans 
at 
hand, 
L ieutenant 
Storey was com pelled to undertake the voyage 
on board « slow-sailing vessel called the Ounu- 
laskun. All these preparations caused the Pacific 
coast speculators to prick up their ears, and, 
w hether true or not, it is openly stated th a t a 
powerful ring of these m en entered into a com ­ 
pact w ith certain revenue m arine officers,which 
would iffmblc them to reach the w ealthy re­ 
gions before Storey could arrive there. "How- 
true this is is not know n; but certainly the 
necessary authi>rity was procured from the Treas­ 
ury Departm ent for the revenue cutter Corwin 
to proceed to Alaska and explore th e stream . 
When th is m atter was brought to the attention 
of the Treasury officials, together w ith Captain 
Healey's rem arks th a t th e Corwin w ould reach 
H atham Inlet before the U unaloskan, or lie 
would sink th e vessel in the attem pt, the story 
was denied, and a statem ent m ude th a t no 
authority had been or w ould be given any rev­ 
enue vessel to go on the Alaska expedition. Not­ 
w ithstanding these denials, w hen L ieutenant 
stoney 
arrived 
at

Islands, 
after 
a 
boisterous 
anil 
disagreeable 
passageof thirty-seven days from San Francisco, 
he found th e Corwin in port, w ith Lieutenant 
Doty, of the Revenue Serv ice, on board at the 
head of a com pletely-equipped exploring party, 
bound for H uthain Inlet, m r the purpose of ex ­ 
ploring the river discovered by Stoney. In view 
of th e repeated denials of the Treasury Depart­ 
m ent regarding this affair, it secins th a t an at 
tem pt hits laten m ade In an underhand m anner to 
rob a deserving officer ot laurels justly belong­ 
ing to him . The naval officers here are of the 
opinion th a t the Navy Departm ent should pro­ 
test against this action, and dem and the recall 
of the Corwin. 
W hat the result will he is hard 
to say. 
M atters in W ash in gton . 
Washington. June 29th.—The fortification 
bill, the hist of the annual appropriation bills, 
will be taken up and di.-i«ised of by the House 
to-morrow. The sundry civil bill, the only 
m easure before the Senate Com m ittee on Ap­ 
propriations, w ill be disposed of to-morrow 
night, leaving th e com m ittee ready for the forti­ 
fication bill Tuesday. W ith these m easures out 
of the way. the two com m ittees ran devote 
their tim e to conferences. The arm y, l’ostottice, 
navy and Indian appropriation hills have each 
been once in conference, resulting in n dis­ 
agreem ent. and now- aw ait further action by 
the two houses. 
The legislative, consular 
and diplom atic deficiency bills have been passed 
by Is>tfi houses, and aw ait the action of the con­ 
ferees upon the Semite am endm ents. While, 
how ever, the work of Congress i.-, thus being a r­ 
ranged w ith a view to the resolution passed by 
the House som etim e since fixing to-morrow as 
the day of final adjournm ent, it has not been 
taken up by the Senate, and w ill not be until 
all the appropriation bills are out of th e way. 
The points ot difference betw een the tw o houses 
are num erous in respect to some of them , and it 
w ill be a work o f difficulty to reach a com m ittee 
conclusion. 
The conferees have m ade no 
progress in the navy bill, am i the sugges­ 
tion has been m ade by some of the House 
conferees that appropriations upon the basis of 
hist year's bill will be continued for six m onths, 
leaving the pending bill ojien till the next ses- 
smu. 
The differences upon the consular anil 
diplom atic bill are serious, am ong them being a 
question of the reduction of th e pay of Minis­ 
ters and Consuls, the House having m ade very 
sw eeping reductions In the com pensation of a 
large num ber of those officers, and the question 
of appropriating money for the N icaragua Canal 
project. The legislative bill will probably prove 
the most difficult one iu the list for the con­ 
ferees to deal w ith. 
The Senate m ade 276 
am endm ents to the bill, am ong them being 
those relating to the reduction and consolida­ 
tion nf internal revenue and custom s districts, 
and a provision for private secretaries to Sena­ 
tors. 
Although the sundry civil bill has not yet 
been reported to the Senate, it is know n that 
the com m ittee will strike out the springer pro­ 
vision. substituting salaries for fees tn United 
States Court officers. The river and harbor hill 
will probably be passed by the Senate to-mor­ 
row. and i t " is the present intention o f the 
Com m ittee on Appropriations to bring up the 
sundry civil bill Tuesday, if possible r but, at 
anv riite. W ednesday. 
In Ihe House, after the 
fortification bill is passed to-morrow, the Indian 
bill will be called up, and m ay be disposed of 
before adjournm ent. 
Should th e tim e o f the 
House during the w eek not all la- taken tip in 
the discussion of and passage of the appropria­ 
tion bills, the Mcl’heroin funding bill, and the 
bill to forfeit the N orthern Pacific land grant 
are more likely than any other m easures to re­ 
ceive attention. 
Aside from the appropriation 
bills, the m ist im portant m easures now in con­ 
ference are tin* M exicau pension bill and the 
electoral count bill. Should the work upon the 
appropriation bills not la* substantially conclud­ 
ed by next Friday night, the session w ill prob­ 
ably not end before the 15th or '.nth ot the 
m onth.

RAILROAD MATTERS. 


R ea so n s for th e C om p an ies B orrow in g 
M onoy. 
[San Francisco Call, June 29th.] 
The report, published yesterday, that the 
plaintiff in the celebrated Colton case had 
given notice of an intention to apply to 
Judge Jackson Temple, of Sonoma county, 
for the appointment of a receiver to take 
possession of the Central and Southern 
Pacific Railroads, created a good deal of 
talk in business circles about the present 
financial condition of our railroads. 
It has 
been a matter of gossip for some time that 
they were extensive borrowers of money 
in this city. Seeking reliable information, 
that the public seemed badly in need of. a 
representative of this paper yesterday found 
a prominent railroad otiicial with an incli­ 
nation to answer all pertinent questions. 
“ The railroad companies,” said he, “ are 
large borrowers at this time, and have 
sought accommodations in this city be­ 
cause money is easy here, and because it is 
very tight in New York." 
"W hat has caused the railroads to need 
more money now than they usually need 
at this season of the year?” asked the re­ 
porter. 
“ Several unusual demands are to be met 
in July,” replied the official, “ and 1 will 
name them. In 18ft4 the State of California 
indorsed guaranteed bonds of the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company to the amount 
of $1,500,000, to run for a period of twenty 
years, and. according to agreement, has 
since pai'd the interest. These bonds ma­ 
ture in July, and, according to its compact, 
thecompany will then redeem them. Then, 
not long ago, Mr. Huntington purchased1 
the Morgan line of steamers, running be­ 
tween New York and New Orleans, for 
about $7,000,000. These steamers form tin* 
bust connecting link in a through route 
from this city to New York via Now 
Orleans. About $1.000.000 is still owing 
on this purchase, all of which falls due and 
will be paid in July. There are $2,500,090 
of unusual engagements to meet. Then, 
again, the washouts on the Southern route, 
in consequence of the unprecedented rainy 
season, have caused another unusual ex­ 
penditure of about $800,000 to repair and 
reconstruct tlie line where it was washed 
out, thus draining the railroad treasuries 
from week to week when the receipts were 
small, because the freight could not come 
through by that road. At this time more 
than 1,000 loaded freight cars are detained, 
and the road is only just getting into 
condition so that they can commence to 
come through. The falling off in the traffic 
on both routes from interruptions and other 
causes, mostly incident to this extraordi­ 
nary season, has largely reduced the reve­ 
nues of the companies for the time being. 
Bo it happens that on account of unusual 
demands much more money is needed than 
the roads have been able to earn. Conse­ 
quently the companies have gone into this 
market and borrowed somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $3,000,000; and what is 
more, they have found plenty of men will­ 
ing to lend their capital on the securities 
offered. The greater portion nf this money, 
it will be seen, goes into investment and 
not to repair losses. There is another good 
side to these operations. The borrowing of 
so much California coin at the present time 
was a godsend to those capitalists who have 
been going around for months complaining 
of the dearth of profitable and at the same 
time safe ventures. Thus far 1 have treated 
of the unusual demands upon these .com­ 
panies. Besides these they have to meet a 
demand for $1.000.000 in July for the semi­ 
annual interest on railroad bonds, and, in 
addition to this, the Central Pacific has to 
provide a million a year under the Thur­ 
man Act. These are ordinary expendi­ 
tures that the company could have pro­ 
vided for without any trouble, had it not 
been for these unusual expenditures." 
" What are the prospects of the railroads 
soon regaining a prosperous headway?” 
was the next inquiry. 
“ The signs tire all good. We are enter­ 
ing upon what promises to be the best six 
months' business cither road has ever done. 
Lost profits will soon be made up by the 
resumption of business on an increased 
scale. Within the State the crops are large, 
and more grain, wool, wine, fruit, live 
stock, etc., must be moved than in any 
other harvest year. The financial officers 
of the company say that every one of the 
unusual demands will be met when due, 
all the interest will be paid promptly, and 
all the employes of the company will be 
paid in full in July. 
Perhaps "they may 
have to wait two or three weeks longer 
than usual, but any employe who desires to 
leave the company's employ is paid on 
quitting.” 
It seems that the proposed application 
for the appointment of a receiver does not 
involve the Central and Southern Pacific 
railroads, but applies merely to the stock 
and bonds involved in the suit, in which 
Mrs. Colton Is plaintiff and Lelanil Stanford 
et al. are defendants.

(S. F. Call, June 29th.j 
The straits of Carquinez was the scene of 
an accident, yesterday, which resulted in 
the drowning of four men engaged in re­ 
pairing the Sunset Telephone Company’s 
cable, which is laid between Benicia and 
I’ort Costa. It appears that last Wednesday 
this cable parted and since then a force of 
men bad been employed in grappling for 
it. The men were obliged to go out in 
small boats and dredge for the lost line. 
At 10:30 o’clock yesterday morning the 
superintendent of tlie work left the boat at 
the Port Costa pier, and after warning the 
men not to go out in it until they should 
receive instructions from him, went to the 
telephone house there to communicate with 
headquarters at San Francisco. In tiie 
meantime the owner of the boat, a Benicia 
fisherman named Conn Sweeney, induced 
James Fox, Conn lironan.'K. Rouleau and 
John Gordon to go out in the boat with 
him. They had not got more than twenty 
feet from tiie end of the pier before tlie 
large ferryboat Solano, which j dies between 
Benicia and Port Costa, was observed bear­ 
ing down upon 
them. 
To get the 
small 
boat 
out 
of 
the 
way 
of 
the 
Solano 
was 
impossible, 
and 
recognizing 
this 
fact 
two 
of the 
men, 
E. 
Roulean and John Gordon, 
sprang overboard. 
The other three ap­ 
peared to be paralyzed with terror and re­ 
mained in the doomed boat. The Solano 
struck the small boat in the middle and 
crushed it into pieces. The three men were 
not seen again. Of the two that jumped 
overboard, E. Rouleau was drowned, but 
John Gordon was saved. 
He says that he 
was sitting in the stern ot the boat, and as 
soon as he saw the large steamer approach­ 
ing lie jumped into the water. He dived 
deep and passed the whole length of the 
running steamer and came up at her stern. 
He just managed to catch on to a chain 
that was dangling and cling to it until he 
made bis presence known to those on board 
by shouting, and was then taken on board. 
Great surprise is manifested in Benicia and 
Port Costa that Sweeney, who was known 
to be a cautious and experienced boatman, 
should have ventured out when lie nnist 
have known that the Solano was coming 
in. 
The catastrophe east a gloom over 
Benicia and

where the men are well known. Fox was 
a married man ami leaves a family. Up to 
last night none of the bodies have been re­ 
covered, although large numbers of men 
are engaged in hunting for them.

T he Sh ip W ent Down.—T he little pleas­ 
ure steam er Azalea was on Saturday taken 
from the shop on N inth street, between J 
and K,where she had been built, to a (mint 
ju st above the old gas works, where it was 
proposed to launch her. 
As she was 110111!» 
taken down .1 street on large wheels, such 
as are used in house-moving, she attracted 
m uch attention, being very handsom e in 
her bright new paint, ornam ental upper 
works and complete fit-out, with flags fly­ 
ing, etc.. and members of the corporation 
ow ning her naturally felt gratified at the 
fine appearance she made. 
At 5 p. it., the 
hour fixed for the launch, several hundred 
people assembled to see her take the water. 
T he club had a brass band present to en­ 
liven the occasion, and a cham pagne lunch 
was ready to he served in an adjoining gar­ 
den. 
About half-past 5 the lines were 
loosened, and the boat began sliding 
into the w ater from the tem porary ways 
th a t had been laid. Two things had been 
foretold concerning the little craft by men 
acquainted with such matters, viz: that 
she had too little beam for her length (six 
feet to thirty-live)—-considering that she 
was nearly as sharp at one end as the 
other; and that, with the lack of bearing 
astern, she would certainly dip and till 
from the stern if launched stem-foremost. 
There were three or four men and a little 
girl, daughter of <1. \V. Kicks (she was to 
do the christening), aboard when the craft 
comm enced to move. 
W hen she slid into 
the river the stern w ent under, the bank 
being bluff, and the ways weakening or 
being shorter on one side, she showed in­ 
dications of turning over. The child was 
handed out. and all the occupants hut Cap­ 
tain Rodgers and another m an showed 
prom ptly th at they considered it safer 
to 
be 
on 
land. 
A 
few 
seconds 
later she was shoved from terra firma 
completely, and immediately*1 settled by 
the stern, then lurched forward and to star­ 
board, and disappeared in water about fif­ 
teen feet deep, turning over on her side. As 
m any people were not aw are that the little 
girl and m ost of the others were safe ashore, 
an exclamation of dismay w ent up from 
two or three hundred throats, and. as the 
yacht's cushions came to the surface,tw oor 
three men were about to spring into the 
water, thinking they were the child's skirts, 
hut they were restrained by those who 
knew better. 
Captain Rodgers and the 
other occupant of the craft had a cold hath. 
T he members of the Club looked blankly 
at each other for a mom ent, then took off' 
their badges, and most of them went home. 
A few, however, being of the Mark Tap- 
ley 
disposition, 
partook 
of 
the 
re­ 
freshments at 
hand, and drank to the 
toast that the unfortunate craft would 
rest easy. 
A meeting of the Club was held 
early in the evening, and it was decided to 
Like steps to have her raised a t once, before 
she became filled with sand. Accordingly 
a force of m en was engaged yesterday in 
the work. 
A diver went down and passed 
ropes beneath her how, a barge was placed 
on each side, with timbers connecting, and 
'th en by means of jackscrews the how was 
raised until the upper works reached the 
surface. The owner of one of the barges 
then had, on account of another engage­ 
ment, to take it away, and another barge 
was sent for. A line attached to the sub­ 
merged craft was made fast to a tree, and 
the barges removed, the result being that 
she sunk again ;■’ nearly her original posi­ 
tion. 
It is thought, however, that she can 
be brought to the surface to-day. 
All day 
yesterday there was a large assemblage of 
people present to w itness operations, and 
there seemed to he a constant procession 
coming ami going. 
Much regret that the 
accident should have occurred was ex­ 
pressed, but an equal am ount of gratifica­ 
tion that no lives were lost, nor any one 
hurt. 


B ic y c ler s T r a v e l in g ,—Messrs. Kinkier, 
Co wen and Rideout, bicyclists, of San 
Francisco, arrived here hv yesterday noon’s 
train from Davisville, having been unable 
to come by their own style of conveyance 
trom the latn r place because of the wagon 
road being e . cred with water.

Act of 
ls:i2. second, w hether the Court below was 
justified in authorizing the Receiver and 
Trustee to purchase rolling stock to operate 
the road, and to make the expenditures for 
such purpose a lien on the mortgaged prop­ 
erty ; third, w hether the decree of the I otirt 
below authorizing the sale of the mortgaged 
property was correct or not. 
Do T hey H old Over.—A question has 
arisen as to w hether Justices ot the Peace 
and Police Judges are m unicipal or State 
officers. 
If the latter, those now iu office 
hold ovtr until January, 1887: otherwise 
vacancies will be filled at the election this 
fall. 
A very good showing has beon made 
in favor of the proposition that they are 
constitutional officers, and m ust be elected 
‘ at the time and in the m anner other State 
officers are elected"—every lour vears. The 
m atter will probably be decided before 
long, as the ¡-artios in San Francisco inter­ 
ested are taking legal advice in the premises.

En Route to Chicago. 
The East-bound train Saturday evening 
had on board several of the delegates to the 
National Democratic Convention, which 
will m eet in Chicago on the Sth of July. 
The Democracy of this city, with a large 
num ber of Republicans, were at the depot 
to meet them . W hen the train pulled into 
the depot the H ussar band struck up a na­ 
tional air, and those assembled cheered, as 
did those in the cars. The delegates occu­ 
pied two cars, handsom ely decorated, and 
on the sides of which was stretched a ban­ 
ner on which was written : “ 1884 will have 
no 8 to 7 Commission ; the people’s choice 
m ust prevail.” 
Judge Archer, of San Jose, 
appeared at the rear end of the first car and 
made a neat address, which was frequently 
interrupted w ith applause, and at its close 
vociferously cheered. H e desired to see 
Samuel J. Tilden nom inated for President. 
If the gentlem an from Grainercy Park 
persisted in his declination, then he was in 
l'avor of A llen G. T hurm an. H e said that 
the Democracy had plenty of good m aterial 
to choose from, and they would find no 
difficulty in selecting a man who could de 
feat Blaine. 
Senator Spencer, of Napa, was called for, 
and as he stepped to th e platform of the 
car was loudly cheered. H e said he was 
on his way to Chicago to endeavor to nom i­ 
nate for President thegrandest of all Demo­ 
crats, Samuel J. Tilden. 
H e said the 
papers in the East had characterized the 
California delegation as hoodlums. 
He 
said we are not hoodlums, but the repre­ 
sentatives of the m ost intelligent and pros­ 
perous people in the Union, and representa­ 
tives of the State that can justly claim to he 
the garden spot of the world. H e was con­ 
fident that whatever was the result of the 
Chicago Convention a ticket would be 
nom inated that would he acceptable to the 
Democracy, and when the delegation re 
turned they would he m et on every hand 
with the comm endation of, “ W ell done, 
thou good and faithful servant.” 
Assemblyman Breckinridge next ad 
dressed the people. 
H e said the tim e had 
come when Republican rule should cease. 
The Democracy was deserving of the con­ 
fidence of the people. H e spoke of th e re­ 
cent acts of the Stockton Convention, 
which he claimed was a representative 
bodv, and represented the best interests of 
the Pacific coast. “ W e go to Chicago,” he 
said, “ pledged to vote for Samuel J. T il­ 
den it' living, and if dead we will east our 
vote for his bones.” 
He believed that 
Thurm an was the second choice of the Cal­ 
ifornia Democracy. 
“ We do not go to the 
East,” lie said, “ as did the delegates to the 
Republican Convention, with ears of fruit 
and champagne, hut we carry with ns the 
honest convictions and hopes of this W est­ 
ern people. 
If Stephen J. Field is nom ­ 
inated by acclamation, you can rest as­ 
sured that at least one vote, that of your 
hum ble servant, will be recorded against 
him .” 
11. M. La Rue was called for and re­ 
sponded in a brief speech. H e said he was 
pleased to see so m any of the citizens of 
¡sacramento present, and said all good citi­ 
zens should be good Democrats. 
He pro­ 
posed to properly discharge his duty at the 
< (invention, and redeem every pledge he 
made to the people, 
lie was for Tilden 
first, Thurm an was his second choice, and 
third in his estimation was ( leveland. 
M. Tarpey next addressed the people, 
and was followed by II. C. Wilson, 
Be­ 
tween the speeches the band played. 
Carl Browne, accompanied by his wife, 
occupied a section in the second car. 
Mr. 
Browne goes to the Chicago Convention as 
a special artist, and as a comm ittee of one 
to represent the Butler m en of California, 
and do all in his power to secure his nom ­ 
ination. 
He has with him a large oil paint­ 
ing of " old Ben, ' which he exhibits with 
great pride. 
The train was held h alf an hour, waiting 
for one of the delegates. Senator Foster, 
w h o got left at San Francisco, hut came up 
on the 3 o’clock train.
